Output Of General Principles, As Those Offered 


By Mr. Hull, Serve To Confuse And Not Guide Us

S 
ECRETARY OF STATE COR­ 
DELL HULL ha* promised to 
make some more speeches and 
therefore he may at some later 
date discuss the subject which was 
announced for his broadcast. But 
on 8unday night he did not dis­ 
cus* "Our Foreign Policy In the 
Framework of our National Inter­ 
ests.” 
No one can find In his address 
even t]je name, much Ieee the defi­ 
nition, of any American national 
Interest. 
■ He will find Instead a list of 
three general principles so general 
In character that they could mean 
everything, anything or nothing. 
Nor can any one find more than 
the faintest traces of the foreign 
policy which the United States is 
In fact forming and following. 
The conventional thing to say 
to that such high sounding. Im­ 
precise generalizations are moral 
leadership to a stricken world. 
But the fact Is that American 
statesmen 
have been 
producing 
principles, objectives, aims aud the 
like for more than a generation 
and the net outcome has been a 
stricken world, and for the United 
States the grim fact that twice 
the nation has found itself unpre­ 
pared for war or for peace. 
80 I submit that this output of 
general principles gives not guid­ 
ance but confusion. 
E 
XAMINE the list of Hull's gen­ 
eral principles and then ask 
yourself lf be means to enforce 
them everywhere by oar military 
power, or means that they are the 
terms on which we will cooperate 
with our Ainee, or meant that they 
are obligations which we have as­ 
sumed, or that they are like the 
sermon which President Coolidge 
heard In which the preacher was 
against aln. 
General principles are not a for­ 
eign policy. 
They are in fact a 
dangerous substitute for a foreign 
policy. 
A wise statesman will be very 
sparing Indeed of his ase of gen­ 
eral principles that can mean all 
things to all men. 
For he will realise that loose 
words in a department of state are 
like loose checks scattered abroad, 
which will come back to him to be 
redeemed. So he will eschew gen­ 
eralities. They are the fool's gold 
of diplomacy. 
He will Instead seek to define 
clearly, and In accord with the 
good principles Hull holds, his na­ 


tion's Interests; he will construct 
a policy of ways and means which 
honorably bars promoted those in­ 
terests, and he will, In a demo­ 
cracy. tell as frankly as he can 
why he Is doing what he is doing, 
and bow he proposes to do It. 
THE Immediate practical objec­ 
tion to Hull’s speech is that 
It ignores the very real and sub­ 
stantial foreign policy which the 
United States, in fact, now ie fol­ 
lowing. 
We have evolved a working part­ 
nership with Britain through which 
we are waging war and preparing 
to come to terms with our Ainee 
in the settlement of the w ar and 
the maintenance of peace. 
That Is our real foreign policy 
today. 
Bat, the secretary's gen­ 
eral principle*, if they are taken 
seriously by other nations, lsad 
away from and not toward this 
policy. 
The state department recently 
has been given, and quite properly, 
the control of all our foreign civil 
operations. 
There can be no two serious 
opinions, It seems to me, that the 
state department should have the 
direction and the last word In the 
foreign relations of the treasury, 
Gov. Lehman's relief organization, 
the office of economic welfare, 
lend-Iease and foreign propaganda. 
But lf its policy is to dominate 
these activities the secretary must 
define the policy. 
Otherwise he 
will seem merely to be reaching 
out for power in a splash of bu­ 
reaucratic jealousy. 


SECRETARY HULL continues to 
misunderstand the criticism of' 
his treatment of France. 
The main argument Is not about 
the fact that we dealt with Vichy 
or with Admiral Darlan. 
Both of these actions alway* 
have seemed to me and to many 
other critics expedient and neces­ 
sary. 
The criticism which seeme to 
me valid now as It was months ago 
Is that Hull did not foresee and 
prepare for the day when we had 
finished with Vichy and would need 
an 
honorable 
Fighting 
French 
authority. 
That capital fault of our di­ 
plomacy has produced the very 
danger which Hull appears to have 
in mind; .namely that the British- 
American partnership will present 
itself to Europe as exclusivs.

It’s Flowing Like Water And We Can 


Thank Our Stars For OPA Which Has 


Held Down The Price Ceilings

t T Ie easy to explain the prevailing public s p a n 
* of spending on amusements, liquor, restaurant 
food and the wanton waste of money in betting on 
horse races and in other forms of gambling. 
The people are loaded with coin. They cannot 
spend it on new automobiles, buy expensive 
household gadgets or indulge in the luxuries mice 
in reach of everyone with the price. They are 
restricted in the purchase of necessities. They 
cannot travel. 
So they are spending their potatoes however 
and wherever they can. Many of the same peo­ 
ple who sank to the lowest depths of financial 
depression a few short years ago in the worst 
depression in our history now are contributing 
to the most astounding era of profligacy the 
nation ever Has known. 
I am not stating this in alarm or even cr! ti clam. 
I suppose I ought to assume the role of the ant 
admonishing the jolly grasshopper and tell th* 
people to conserve their money, but to tell the 
truth I always have been rather favorably dis­ 
posed to ward the spending of money I loathe 
ants. 
Anyway, I learned long ago that advising any­ 
one to B»ve money is as useless as warning a 
guy or a doll In love against marriage. In platitu­ 
dinous frame of mind, I once advised a friend to 
hoard his dibs and he followed my tip and 
amassed a big herd of dollars but became morose 
and unhappy in the process and my conscience 
troubles me no Utile when I think of all the fun 
I caused him to miss. 
IT is inevitable, of course, that when this gold 
rush is over the relief rolls will have to be 
reopened, because that is the way the pendulum 
of human events swings. Back and forth. War 
money always produces big spending. It comes 
easy and goes easy. 
A favorite target of critics is the OPA and it 
undoubtedly has its shortcomings, but without 
it we would have an orgy of profiteering at this 
moment that would shame a burglar. I think any 
fair-minded dealer in commodities will admit 
this, however much be may be irked by the 
shifting operations of the organization. 
The 
people will pay any price for what they want. 
The thriving black market proves IL Some 
of our most respected citizens are not Above 
patronizing the black market, just as they 
patronized the bootleggers in the days when 
liquor was illegal. The black market sells above 
the ceiling prices of the OPA and there is a 
certain iniquity attached to dealing with it, but 
if there were no celling prices the profiteers 
now held in check by fear of the law would be 
crucifying the public. 
THERE are perhaps a few sections of the nation 
which the war money has not reached in the 
volume In which it flows along our seaboards 
and through the middlewest. In those sections 
the spending is perhaps little above normal. But 
in all sections where war industries or huge 
soldier camps are located, money is abundant. 
In spite of the profligacy, however, savings 
deposits have Increased, which indicates we still 
have solid folk who believe in putting aside 
something for the proverbial rainy day and also, 
no doubt, for Uncle Sam, if he doee not have th* 
chance of getting his first. 
I suspect it will be Uncle Sam who will come 
out loser on the spending in the long run. A 
lot of the spenders will give him the finger for 
their taxes and eventually he will have to support 
them.

BIS PAY CHECKS 
FOR WAR WORK 
LURE STUDENTS 


High School Releases 78 To 


Take Full-Time Jobs And 


137 For Part Time 


Th© appeal of fat paychecks from 
war Industries has been responsible 
In a large way for the decreased 
enrollment In the East Liverpool 
High school this year, according 
to school authorities. 
Seventy-eight students, between 
the ages at 16 and 18 were re­ 
leased from school on full-time 
standard working certificates, Is­ 
sued through the office of the su­ 
perintendent from June I to Sept. 
IS. 
This Is said to be the largest 
number 
of working 
certificates 
ever granted by school authorities 
during a summer vacation. 
Some Work Part Tima 
In addition to those students 
who were permitted to withdraw, 
part-time working certificate© have 
been issued to 137 other students, 
most of them in the 14-to-16-year 
group. 
Such certificates to hoys 
and girls with jobs in stores, off! 
cee and even in some factories 
may be issued provided that such 
work does not interfere with their 
studies. 
To cooperate with employers, 
crippled by a manpower shortage 
caused by the war, local school 
authorities in many cases have re­ 
vised schedules of students who 
have opportunity for part-time em­ 
ployment before or after school 
and sometimes during the middle 
part of the day. 
By this plan the schools are not 
only assisting in relieving the la­ 
bor shortage but at the same time 
the student obtains financial help 
to further education. 
School officials point out that 
many of the boys, who were re­ 
leased on working certificates, are 
expecting to be called Into the mili­ 
tary service before the end of the 
school term and are merely "bid­ 
ing their time" at work in various 
kinds of jobs until they are in­ 
ducted. 
Subject To Craft 
Selective service officials point 
out that boys reaching their 18th 
birthday before the beginning of 
the second semester on Jan. 24, 
1944, may be called for duty while 
yet in school. After the beginning 
of the second semester, a student, 
even though he had reached his 
18th birthday, will he deferred un­ 
til the end of the school term In 
June. 
Three government agencies have 


joined a declaration against In­ 
clusion of school youth “in any 
employment 
plan 
until 
o t h e r 
sources of labor have been ex­ 
hausted.” 
The declaration was part of a 
statement of policies and stand­ 
ards issued to guide "urban com 
munitiee” in establishing part-time 
school and work programs to meet 
manpower needs in areas of acute 
labor shortage without damaging 
educational opportunities for boys 
and girls under 18. 
Signed by Paul V. McNutt, chair­ 
man of the war manpower commis­ 
sion; Katharine P. Lenroot, chief 
of the children’s bureau of the L*- 
bor department, and Dr. John W. 
Studebaker, commissioner of edu­ 
cation, the statement said: 
The first obligation of school 
youth is to take advantage of their 
educational opportunities in order 
that they may be better prepared 
for citizenship and for service to 
the nation.” 
The enrollment In the East Liv­ 
erpool high school this year is 
approximately 145 less than the 
number registered at the opening 
of the 1942-43 term. 
The enroll­ 
ment at the end of the third day of 
school last Friday was 1,450, com­ 
pared to 1,595 a year ago. 
In the freshman class the enroll­ 
ment this year is 460; sophomore, 
389, Junior, 310, and senior, 291.

PAW Gas Policy Hit . 
An official of the office of price 
administration contended Tuesday 
that the gasoline allocation policy 
of the petroleum administration 
for war is primarily responsible 
for recurring shortages of gas for 
farm uses. 
Charles P. Phillips, OPA direc­ 
tor of automotive supply rationing 
told a senate agriculture sub-com 
mittee that PAW, headed by Sec 
retary Ickes, sets gasoline quotas 
on a broad regional basis without 
consideration of local area needs 
of such groups ae farmers and war 
plant workers. 
He 
termed 
it 
an 
“historical 
quota” system in which allocations 
are fixed at a percentage of 1941 
consumption in various sections of 
the country. 
“The result is that some locali­ 
ties within a region are likely to 
have an oversupply of gasoline 
while other areas, where OPA ra­ 
tioning boards have determined 
there is a large local need, have 
serious shortages,” Phillips said. 
“There is n t this time no rela­ 
tionship between the PAW quota 
system and our -(OPA) issuance of 
gasoline coupons.” 


Veterans* Loan Bill Introduced 
A bill which would permit veter­ 
ans of the present war to borrow 
up to $1,000 from banks and build­ 
ing and loan associations, without 
security, to pay debts existing on 
their discharge from the service 
was introduced in congress Tues­ 
day by Sen. McCarran (D) of Ne­ 
vada. 
The loans would carry 6 percent 
interest. 
To assure that 
banks 
would make the unsecured loans, 
the Reconstruction Finance Corp, 
would be directed to purchase at 
par plus accrued interest any vet­ 
eran’s note more than three months 
in arrears or not paid at maturity. 
McCarran said he is not inter­ 
ested 
in 
forgiving 
servicemen’s 
debts, but believes they should be 
given sufficient time after the war 
to adjust their finances.

High Court Gets Newsboys’ Case 
The Supreme Court was asked 
Tuesday to decide whether full­ 
time newsboys are employes of a 
newspaper and are covered by the 
national labor relations act. 
The question was raised in an 
appeal by the national labor rela­ 
tions board from the ninth federal 
Circuit court’s ruling that such 
newsboys are “independent con­ 
tractors”, not employes. 
Directly involved are Los Ange­ 
les newsboys selling the Evening 
Herald and Express, the Examiner, 
the News and the Times. 
The labor board said in its ap­ 
peal that a decision will be “im­ 
portant both in the interpretation 
of the national labor relations act 
and of such legislation as the so­ 
cial security act and the fair labor 
standard* act.” 
Acting on proceedings instituted 
by the Los Angeles newsboys’ local 
industrial union 75, affiliated with 
the CIO, the labor. board found 
that newsboys are employes and 
ordered the newspapers to bargain 
collectively with the union. The or­ 
der was set aside by the circuit 
court.

NAZI-HELD ITALY 
BATTLES FAMINE 


Rome, Other Cities Starved 


Out By Nazi Food Seizure 


Bv Th* AoociaUd Pre**. 
BERN, Switzerland, Sept. 15 — 
The specter of famine hangs over 
Rome and the Nazi-occupied cities 
of northern Italy, dispatches from 
the Italian frontier said today. 
Nazi authorities in Rome broad­ 
cast a (proclamation telling th* 
Italian people that “after the trea­ 
son of Badoglio and the rupture of 
the treaty of alliance between the 
reich and Italy, the German mill 
fury has taken Italian territory un­ 
der it* protection.

JAPS’ CANADIAN 
THREAT ERASED 


Hull Says Demobilization Of 
Troops Not Our Business 


By The A***cisted Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 15—Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt said Tuesday the 
two and a half divisions Canada 
Is disbanding were organized to 
counter a Japanese threat from 
the Aleutians 
which no longer 
exists. 
Secretary of State Hull said in 
effect that the demobilization is 
none of the United States’ business 
anyway. 
The President told his press- 
radio conference that the troops 
were called up because of a feeling 
that as long as the Japanese held 
any of the Aleutian islands a guard 
had to be set up against them. 
It' was not actually believed, he 
said, that the Jap&nes would strike, 
but the Allies had to be ready in 
case they did. 
8een As 'Home Guards* 
The chief executive said he sup­ 
posed the troops were what might 
be termed home guards and he 
thought they were Intended for use 
solely in Canada. 
He remarked Incidentally that it 
would be interesting to check up 
on the percentage of Canadians in 
the armed services and war Indus 
tries and on the per capita output 
of the latter and make compari­ 
sons with percentages for this coun­ 
try. He said he could not supply 
the percentages himself out of his 
head. 
(Canada at War, a publication of 
the Canadian government, lists the 
size of the Canadian army, navy 
and air force as of August at 
more than 722,000.” 
(In addition there are about 40,- 
OOO merchant seamen. Of 4,240,000 
Canadian - women more than 14 
years, the publication says, 1,152,- 
000 are In industry and “more than 
31,367 In the armed services. Can­ 
ada’s total population Is about ll,- 
000,000.) 
'Canada’s Own Business* 
Secretary Hull made clear that 
the 
Canadian 
demobilization 
Is 
Canada’s own business and not a 
subject for approval or disapproval 
by United States authorities. 
Hull was asked at his press con 
ference about a published report 
that the disbanding of certain 
home service divisions Is being 
carried out “with United States ap­ 
proval.” 
He replied that he had heard 
nothing about any act or utterance 
of American authorities on the mat­ 
ter, and knew of no reason why 
this government should be ex­ 
pected to intervene or offer any 
comment. 


Woman Asks Divorce

The office of war mobilisation 
which is in effect a home front 
war cabinet headed by Jam es F. 
Byrnes, is understood to have been 
Rosenman’s idea and also the of­ 
fice of war information, headed by 
Elmer Davis. 
He and the President became 
close friends during 
Mr. Roose 
velt’s 1928 campaign for governor 
of New Y ork.' 
A form er New York legislator, 
Rosenman 
was assigned by the 
Democratic state organization 
to 
the gubernatorial candidate’s head­ 
quarters as an expert on legis­ 
lative affairs. 
After Mr. Roosevelt became gov­ 
ernor he appointed Rosenman as 
his legal counsel. He named Ros­ 
enman to the New York Supreme 
Court bench in 1932. 
Rosenman has accompanied Mr. 
Roosevelt on most of the speak­ 
ing tours of his three presiden­ 
tial campaigns and has been an 
adviser on m ajor addresses. W ash­ 
ington legend attributes 
the Or­ 
ganisation of the New Deal’s first 
"brain tru st’’ to him.

For Single Employed To 


Help Delay Fathers

PRINCETON, N. J., Sept. 15— 
Hiirh up on the agenda of business 
before the senate as. It reconvenes 
is the Wheeler bill to delay the 
drafting of fathers. 
The legislators, and the army, 
are faced with a choice of Induct­ 
ing fathers, or of being forced to 
draft many single men who are 
employed in essential war indus­ 
tries, or possibly of putting through 
a draft of single women for non­ 
combat army Jobs in order to re­ 
lease soldiers for the fighting front. 
So far as public opinion is con­ 
cerned, there Is considerable re­ 
sistance at present to the drafting 
of fathers. 
A nation-wide survey reported 
last week showed, for example, 
that lf It came to a choice between 
drafting single women for non­ 
fighting Jobs In the army or draft­ 
ing fathers for the same Jobs, the 
great majority would prefer to 
induct the women. 
And in another survey which 
has just been completed there Is a 
heavy majority vote In favor of 
inducting unmarried men now em­ 
ployed in war industries before 
drafting fathers even In non-essen­ 
tial industries. 
This issue was 
put to men and women of all 
classes from coast to coast as fol­ 
lows:

The constant argument is: “Sin­ 
gle men have no dependents and 
fewer responsibilities; they should 
go before the fathers."

claim that fathers would not make 
good soldiers, both because they are 
older and because they would wor­ 
ry too much about the welfare of 
their children back home.
